Burundi; Opposition Issues New Conditions for 
Laying Down Arms

tion movement, the CNDD [National Council for the 
Defense of Democracy], has issued a new set of condi- 
lions today as the price for laying down its arms, Ear- 
lier this month the rebels said their military wing, the 
FDD [expansion unknown] would observe the cease-fire 
once the Burundi Army retreat to barracks. But they 
were clearly annoyed at being left out of last week's 
Great Lakes summit in Tunis, which was attended by 
five presidents from the region. On the line to Brussels, 
William Wallis asked the CNDD spokesman, Jerome 
Ndiho, what the new conditions were: 


[Begin recording) [Ndiho] First, the immediate release 
of some $5,000 political prisoners affiliated to the Front 
for Democracy in Burundi, FRODEBU, who have been 
incarcerated because of their political opinions. 


{Wallis} Are not some of them incarcerated because they 
have been involved in political violence? 


[Ndiho} You know, this is what the government say. 
But if it is real there has to be a trial and as you know 
if it is a democratic country, you can’t put anybody in 
jail without a trial, without inquiries, and so on. So we 
think that the only reason is the political opimion and 
their belonging to the FRODEBU party. 


{Wallis} And I understand you are also demanding that 
the international arrest warrant for the leader of the 
CNDD, Leonard Nyangoma, and his deputy, (Christian 
Sendegaya), are withdrawn. 


{[Ndiho] Yes, of course one of our new conditions ts 
putting an end to the persecution of the CNDD leader- 
ship and most particularly the unconditional and the im- 
mediate cancellation of the warrant which the conven- 
tion based coalition government issued through Interpol 
for the arrest of members of parliament Leonard Nyan- 
goma and (Christian Sendegaya), respectively chairman 
and vice chairman of the CNDD. 


{Wallis} Mr. Ndiho, just a few weeks ago, we talked 
and you told me of conditions for a cease-fire which 
included the return to barracks of government troops. 
Now you've got new conditions to add to those condi- 
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lions you were asking for before, Te seems that you just 
keep adding more and more conditions tor a cease-fire? 


[Ndiho}] No, we will not add every time new condivions, 
As you know, these new conditions are not so difficult 
to realize by the army and the fundamental condition 
remains the same, the immediate return to barracks ot 
the rebel government army against democracy. These 
hew conditions, they are in a second place 


{Wallis} And do you think with these new conditions, 
you are any closer to negouating with the government 
and the military in Burundi’ 


[Ndiho}] We think as long as we have not enough power 
lo force this monoethnic army to accept negotiations, of 
course they will refuse, but we think that now there ts 
some indication that our forces now are credible. lend

Republic of China traded arms with Pretoria at the 
height of the apartheid era and was no friend to 
South Africa’s liberation movement I-Cheng Loh, the 
Taiwanese ambassador to South Africa, said last week. 


Loh claimed the Chinese government had broken an 
arms embargo imposed on South Africa [word indis- 
tinct} the UN throughout the 1980s, while his govern- 
ment had not done so, despite retaining official ties. 


Loh said the Cameron commission into the South 
Atrican armaments industry had revealed evidence that 
between 1984 and 1987, Beijing sold about 35,000 AK- 
47 assault rifles at R100 [rands) a weapon. 


In addition, he said, the trial of Magnus Malan, the 
former defence minister, had brought to light evidence 
that Armscor [Armaments Corporation of South Africa] 
had sold G-S5 artillery pieces to the Chinese government 
in the 1980s. 


“The argument that Bering was the ANC’s friend 
and supported the liberation movement is not only 
hollow, but cynical,” he said. “The apologists (for the 
Beijing government) say Taiwan has been supporting 
the apartheid government and the mainiand has been 
supporting the liberation movements, but the truth ts 
exactly the opposite.” 
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Beijing claimed it resumed trade with South Africa in 
1994, but Loh said “trade goes back 10 years’. 


The Soviet news agency, Tass, reported in 1981 that 
arms deals were taking place between South Africa and 
China, but these reports were denied by Beijing. 


China is also believed to have imported large quantities 
of coal and ivory throughout the last decade of apartheid 
rule. 

The ambassador's comments came ahead of a landmark 
four-day visit by Alfred Nzo, the South African foreign 


minister, to China for talks on Pretoria’s lack of 


diplomatic ties with the communist government and 
relations with Taipei. Nzo arrived in Beijing yesterday. 


South Africa's ties with Taipei, which have been 
defended by Presid?nt Nelson Mandela's advocauion 
of a “two-China” policy, have enraged a lobby in the 
government that wants China rewarded for its support 
of liberauion movements in southern Africa and Taiwan 
punished for sanctions busting. 


Taiwan maintained economic ties with South Africa 
from 1976 when both states were condemned as inter- 
national pariahs. 


Loh defended his government's past actions, saying that 
uring that time Taiwan neither lent South Africa money 
nor broke the UN oil and weapons embargo. 


“We put everything on the table, we try to help South 
Africa — if you want to recognise Beijing go ahead, but 
what are your reasons for derecognising us? It should be 
separate. Two Chinas really exist,” he said. “Our only 
sin was that we refused to live under communism.” 


He said if South Africa wanted to establish official 
relations with China, Beijing would insist Pretoria sever 
ies with Taipei. However, he urged the South African 
government to maintain relations with both entities. 


“Our advice is go ahead and recognise Beijing tomor- 
row, but why listen to Beijing's dictate to sever ties with 
us?” 


Trade between South Africa and China has soared from 
$14 million in 1991 to $1.3 billion last year. Trade 
between Taiwan and South Africa totalled $1.85 billion 
last year, with a surplus in South Africa's favour.

SAPA — Gauteng premier Tokyo Sexwale had “com- 
plete confidence” in the way in which President Nelson 
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Mandela and the government handled the Nigerian ty- 
sue, press secretary Setako Nyaka said on Monday. 


He was reacuing in a statement to media reports on 
Sexwale's speech to Gauteng university and technikon 
rectors last Friday [22 March] in which he was quoted as 
saying Mandela had ‘burnt his fingers” over the Nige- 
rian issue. Nowhere in the speech does Mr Sexwale 
imply, even vaguely, that the President burnt his fin- 
gers by not speaking out against human rights abuses in 
Nigeria or anywhere else,” he said. 


“Mr Sexwale was responding to and mimicking those 
critics — academic and otherwise — who accused the 
government, especially the President, of having been 
afraid to talk about human rights abuses in Africa, in 
the past and presently, including Nigeria. 


"The premier was also ridiculing those who allege 
that the President burnt his fingers in dealing with the 
Nigerian situation. 


“The premier pointed out that the President was unafraid 
of expressing himself and the views of the government 
on the violation of human mghts wherever they occur, 
even when these rights are violated by countnes we 
count as our friends. 


“Mr Sexwale pointed out that there are those who 
pointed accusing fingers al us saying we did not know 
how to re-enter Africa, hence at the end of the said 
paragraph he poses the question: (You say) Africa needs 
a different approach, but how different? Can we get your 
views?” 


Asked in an interview to explain apparent discrepancies 
between his statement and a copy of Sexwale’s original 
speech, Nyaka said: “We are not saying the papers are to 
blame.” He said Sexwale had spoken trom notes and a 
tape recording of his speech had been transcnbed. "We 
are not saying he didn't say those things. But there were 
things left out like where he spoke light heartedly and 
was saying it with tongue in cheek.” 


The transcnption of Sexwale’s speech reads: “Because 
we can't burn our fingers again like we did in Nigeria, 
because we didn't understand how to re-enter Africa. 


“We didn't want to tell them about violations of human 
rights because we knew that our other frends during 
the liberation struggle, if we had criticised Nigeria, they 
would have told us, ‘Pack up your things and go."” 


After saying the African National Congress was twice 
expelled from Africa for members criticising Zambia 
and Tanzania, the transcription reads: “But thereafter 
Oliver Tambo issued a diktat (sic): Nobody speaks about 
what they see in Africa because if you talk we will delay 
ourselves from coming back home.

Buthelezi on Saturday accused the African National 
Congress of threatening to delay KwaZulu/Natal’s local 
povernment elections scheduled for May 29. 


In a speech prepared tor delivery at an election rally 
at Msinga in Ladysmith, Buthelezi said the ANC in the 
province was questioning the constituuional night of Zulu 
chiefs to sit on regional councils. 


"The ANC in KwaZul/Natal is... threatening to delay 
the elections in this province because it wants to reduce 
the presence of AmaKnhosi (chiefs) in regional councils 
so that they have no significant role in local government 
in KwaZulu/Natal.” Buthelezi said each headman was 
entitled by the interim constitution to sit in a regional 
council by virtue of his office. 


“However, the ANC wants to increase the number of 
members of regional councils to such a point that 
AmaKhosi will become totally irrelevant within the 
work of such councils,” the [FP [Inkatha Freedom Party] 
leader said. 


He said it was time that the IFP, as the ruling party in 
the province, be granted the power to effectively deal 
with violence and intimidation. “Until our province can 
take effective legislative and administrative measures to 
redress this problem which the central government has 
thus far been unable to adequately address, we must 
ensure that our people make a special commitment in 
rejecting the vicious circle of violence.” 


He called on people to persuade friends, acquaintances 
and even strangers to vote for the IFP. "We even need to 
go the extra step to solicit the support of those who are 
strangers to us and even for thos’? who, for misguided 
reasons, would be inclined to vote for the ANC, or other 
parties, or indeed not vote at all.” 


The elections should be regarded as “a great reteren- 
dum” between ANC autocracy and the IFP’s call for 
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freedom, selt-determination and autonomy, Buthelesi 
added.

In the rear are all the members of the official bodies. 
At the official platform, which was decorated in the 
colors of the national flag — green and white with 
a white crescent with four stars — the members of 
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the National Confirmation Commission, assisted by 
the religious leader of Moron, On a special plattorm 
serving as an altar, Mohamed Abdulkarim Taki, sporting 
a adiuonal gown, attentively listened to a verse read 
from the Koran by a young Islamic scholar, the winner 
of an international Koran competion. A few meters 
away trom the new president of the Republic was Abbas 
Youssouf, the unfortunate candidate in the second round 
of the 16 March presidental election. 


After the official proclamation of the voung results by 
the chairman of the National Confirmation Commission, 
Mohamed Abdulkarim Taki, with his hands on the 
Koran and his voice full of emotion, took the oath 
of office in Arabic in conformity with the Comoran 
Constituuion, 


A few minutes later, the new president of the Republic 
was granted military honors and was surrounded wv 
a large crowd in an atmosphere of merry-making. In 
the presence of a cross-section of local and foreign 
dignitaries and of a motley dressed crowc, the festival 
ended slowly with the departure of the new president of

([FBIS Translated Text) The U.S. State Department's 
report on human rights in Mozambique for 1995 is 
inaccurate and misinforms the public in such a way 
that in order to correct it, it would be better to 
draft a new document to replace the current one. 
Besides fu mat inaccuracies, namely the name of the 
Frelimo [Mozambique Liberation Front) Party, which is 
misspelled in the first paragraph, (he report misinterprets 
the situation, which may encourage those opposed to the 
development of democracy in the country. 


When the official opinion of a credible state like the 
United States hides the truth or instead promotes lies, 
the whole world may be misled about reality and thus 
unable to take a stand on what the reality is all about. 


A struggle for democratization is under way in Mozam- 
bique and as is always the case, certain forces favor the 
process, others are against it, and some are neutral. 


The inaccuracies about what is really happening in 
the country regarding human rights may lead to the 
wrong political action and unfair options that, instead of 
helping to promote an incipient democracy, may hinder 
it. 


Misinformed governments, individuals, and institutions 
may help reinstate the dictatorship and create conditions 
for the resumption of war because they believe they 
are promoting democracy, when in fact they are misin- 
formed about what is actually happening in the country. 


The United States is a democratic nation, so it does not 
seem reasonable to believe that U.S. official interests 
would favor lies. There could well have been Mozam- 
bican factors that contributed to the report being inac- 
Curate or untrue. Since it is not up to us to investigate 
this situation, we can only point out what is false in the 
report. If possible, we will one day clarify the reasons 
for those inaccuracies. 


Generally, the document leads us to believe that there 
are human rights violations in Mozambique merely 
because of the fragile legal structures, the lack of cadres 
in the country, and scanty financial resources. It is more 
correct to say that such shortcomings — which in fact 
exist and are a legacy of Portuguese colonialism — have 
been cultivated and used by the ruling party since 1974 
to establish what may be called “a culture of disrespect 
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for human beings,” if one might see disrespect as a 
cultural value. 


In 1997, Samora Machel ordered the closure of the 
Faculty of Law in the country’s only university at 
the (me. Now, in 1996, Chissano turns a deaf ear to 
advice from the head of the International Commission 
of Jurists [CLUJ] mission, who visited the country recently 
to help the process of granting certificates to jurists who 
graduated recently so as to make a good use of the few 
professionals in the country, 


The disregard for the CIJ's advice led to the creation 
of the Bar Associauion while disregarding more than 
half of the law practiuoners holding honors degrees. 
All this because what mattered was to maintain the Bar 
Associauion under Frelimo orders. 


In a defensive attitude, those who drafted the document 
may say that this last fact does not refer to 1995, but itis 
the consequence of acuion prepared in that year. Does 1 
inean that the great America ts afraid of saying that the 
opposition is nght even when itis mght? Does this mean 
that when a government is elected by the ballot box i 
should not be criticized even when it does something 
wrong? 


In the last sentence of the second paragraph, the re- 
port describes the political process in Mozambique as 
“successful, with much less human rights problems as 
compared to the war period.” This is an inaccurate ver- 
sion that leads to inaccurate conclusions and misleads 
less attentive analysts. Truth would have been better 
served if new forms of human rights violations in the 
country were mentioned such as being killed, deprived 
of yobs, or demoted in one’s professional career merely 
for not being a Frelimo member or supporter. The report 
also states: “There are no known or suspected cases of 
killings for politcal reasons, but there were extrajudi- 
clary killings.” This statement is wrong since at least one 
Renamo [Mozambique National Resistance] official was 
murdered in Gaza Province by local milituamen merely 
because he was not a Frelimo member, and the culprits 
have not yet been brought to justice. The killing was for 
pohtical reasons and occurred in 1998, and many others 
have been reported in the country, though no investiga- 
tion has been carried out. 


To conclude, it should be noted that the report contains 
courageous and far-reaching charges of human rights 
violations in Mozambique. 


The countless arbitrary arrests, the inhuman and degrad- 
ing situations in Mozambican prisons are reported by 
the 7.8. State Department, ’vhich underlines in no un- 
certain terms that, for instance, “conditions in prisons 
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throughout the country are a serous threat to the lite 
and health of prisoners.” 


So despite its shortcomings, whoever wants to use 
the document to clearly understand the human rights 
situation in Mozambique, will be reasonably satisfied.
